The morning bours
were awaited with the greatest anxiety. At
8 o'cloek the Empress was informed of the
chanpge, and she has not left her husband’s bed-
side siace. Drs. Mackenzie, Bardelebeo, Weg-
ner aod Hovell exhausted their skill in tryine
to relieve the patient, but in spite of all their
efferts his strength rapidly diminished. Toward
tnorning the Emperor refused to take medicine.
At T o'elock the other doctors came, only to
confirm the previous diagnosis. The Emperor
besame stightly more animated about noon, and
ssked to see his daughter Sophia, yesterday be-
ing her eighteenth birthday. During the night
the Emperor remaioed in a kind of stupor. The
doctors gave bim various stimulants and cam-
phor injeetions, but the effsct was anly tem-
porsry. The news received by the Berlin pa-
pers from Potsdam is scanty, the press censor-
ship being rather rigidly exercired. The Em-
peror sometimes opens his eyes and recognizes
those around him. A pleasantsmile lightens his
face when the Empress or other members of the
family goes to bis bedside.

Tho people of Berlin did not realize the ex-
treme gravity of the Emperor's condition ugotii
the appearance of the extras containing the
morniog bulletin. People then felt that henmce-
forth only the worst news could be looked for.
Coneern was universal, and the intense anxiety

increased as successive exiras snnounced the

approach of the last agony. Until long after
pightfall crowds gatbered in fromsof the of-
ficial residence in Wilbelmstrasse, being
especially watchful at the Chancellor’s residence.
Early in the forencon Couge Voa Schellendorf
visitad Prinee Bismarck, ac? the two started for
Potsdsm, where they remained swo hours, re-
‘taroing to the chancellory together. Several
ministers visited Prince Biamarck in the even-
fng, sud an iuformal econuncil was beld. Prince
Bismarek bad a long conference with the Crown
Prioce at Potsaam, after seeing the Emperor,

The publie grief was especially noticeable on
the Beriln Bourse. Silence was stricily ob-
served, and any one raising his voice above a
whisper was immediately hushed.

The Emperor is weaker, but perfectly econ-
scious and mindful of the doings around him.
The court officials remain in the palace during
the night It is expected that the night will
pass quietly. The Empress is still at the Em-
peror’s bedside.

Loxpoxw, Juse 14 —~The pews from Berlin is
the chief object of interest here to-night All
day long the end of the royal iovalid's brave
struggle with doath has been looked for. Fears
for the worst were <onfirmed whean Mr. Smith
made the announceinent in the House of Com-
mous, at &30 this evening, that there was listle
hope of recovery. An official message of such a
osture was felt to be ominons, and people re-
called the faet that the anmouonce-
ment in Parliament of Emperor Will-
fam's eritical condition preceded his death

by only a few hours. The slowness with which
the dispatches from Berlia bave been coming all
day is sstounding, anod newspaper bulletins
have been by eager throngs aoxious to
learn the first gs of death. Even the Ger-
man embassy has been dependent for informa-
tion almost entirely upon the newspapers, and
the news has been of the most meager eharac-
ter. Without doubt, the Emperor began grad-
vally to sink as aan early bour this
morning. The tampon caoula, by which
the air was temporarily kept
clear yesterday, proved a complete failure.
To-day a tampun cavula, which bad a gutta-
g_ohnh. eoating, was fitted in the patient’s throat.
is, when inflated, filled up the wvacant space
between the walls of the vindrioo. thus pre-
venting the downward passage ioto the lungs of
solid or liguid matter, which might be adminis-
tered.

FREDERICK'S CAREER.
————
Salient Features and Striking Eveats in the
Life of the Dying Emperar,

Frederick William Nicholas Charles, only son
of the late Emperor William, and his successor
on the throne of Germany, was born on the 18th
of October, 1831, at Potséam, in the palace buiit
by Frederick the Great afier the eclose of the
Seven Years’ war. His mother, Marie Louise
Aungusta Catherine, was the daughter of the
Grand Duke Charles Frederick, of Saxe- Weimar,
As the time of bhis birth King Frederick Will-
fam, his grandfather, was on the Pruesian

throne. It was pot until 1861 that his father

was crowned King, though he aected as Prince
Regent for several years before that date. A
very eareful education was bestowed on the
young Prince. His mother, the pupll of Goethe
snd the friend of Alexander von Humboldt, may
be sald to have devoted all her time to her son's
training. Ernest Curtius, the bhistorian
of Greece, became his tutor, and un-
der the seholarly guidaoce of tshat
distinguished Hellenist he was prepared for the
serious business of life. The life led by the
young Prinece was quiet and studions, His
uncle, afterward King Frederick William IV,
bad been married since 1823, but a direct issue
from this marriage being extremely doubtful,
the Prince was brought up in the expectancy of
eventually inheriting the throme. As a boy he
was cordial and kindly, His msoners were sim-
ple and ubassuming, and he had an ample
capacity for work.

The first acquaintance of Frederick with Em-
press Victoria dates back to the year 1851, when
the Crown Prince, then a young man of twenty,
was visiting the London world's fair. He was
fascinated by the youthful graces of Vietoria,
and compared her to one of the saints in a paint-
ing by Titian. Much was done by the families
of both the young people to strengthen their
kindred feeling, and the seeds thus sown were

aliowed to spriog up during the prolooged |

military service of the Crown Prince in Pots-
dam and Bresiau. In 1850 he, with the consent
of his parents, went to England and formally
requested the hand of the Princess in marriage,
which was granted, with the proviso that she
should not be told until she had grown older.
Baut the impetuosity of the youth overrode this,
and mn true romantic style the Prince offered
bimself to her during a walk across the flower-
ing heather of a Secotch hillside. Despite the
vehement opposition of the English press and
peog)lo the marriage took place on Jan. 25, 1858,
at St, James place. :

Upon the accession of Kiog William to the
throne the lictle war between the King and the
Deputies followed, which ended with the King
cailing Bismarck to his council and the ultimate
triumph of the executive.

The Crown Prince was bittoﬂﬁ opposed to
the course eveats were taking. He had hoped
to see prevail the principles of moderate parlia-
mentary rule. But be made mno siga e ab-
stained from publie disapproval of ministerial
acts. He had boped that German unity would
be accomplished by peaceful political procedure,
but it was destined to be brought about only by
the grim agency of the sword.

It was in the year 1864, daring the Dano-
German war, that the Crown Prince was first
afforded the experience of the battle-fiald. He
commanded the First Infantry Division of the
(Guards, his rank being that of lieutenant-
general. Field Marshal Wrangel had the chief
command, and the Crown Prioce's position was
rather that of an observer than a participator.
But at the time when power was confided to
bim disputes bad broken ous among the Prus-
sian generals, and his tact and good temper soon
restored pesce to headquarters. From the
skirmish at the Daunewerke to the storming of
Doppell matters went smoothiy and success-
fully with the Prussiacs, in spite of the vastly
overmatehed but heroic and nudaunted German
Army.

Two years after he apveared in the fleld as a
leader of armies, [n 1866, when the war broke
out between Prussia and Austria, thre chief of
his staff was Major-general von Blumenthal,
and be bad under bis orders three army corps
besides the Guard Corps under Prince Augustus
of Wortemberg. The Crown Prince led his
army, composed of 125,000 men, from Silesia
through the passes of the Sudetic hills, an oper-
ation exposed to great difiiculties and to coosid-
erable danger. By a series of brilliant opera-
tions the army pashed its way through the
mountsins, fiehting severe actions at Trantenau,
Narhod, Skalitz, and Schweinscbadel. Before
be had practically effected hiz junction with
Prince Fre¢derick Charles, General Benedek bad
made preparations to attack the latter with su-
perior fores, and the battle of Sadowa or Kenig-
grietz was the resuls (July 3, 1866). The Crown
Prince appeared on the field unexpected by the
Auvstrians in the middle of the battie, struck the
heart of the Ausirian position, and decided the
fortunes of the day. The Crown Prince was
decorated on the battle-Neld by bis proud father
with the highest Prussian military order Pour
le Merita. His march from Miletin to Keenig-
graetz, and bis series of victories on entering Bo-
hewia, established his reputation as an ener-
getic commander.

In the war between Germany and France the
Crown Prinece acted & most conspicuous part.
Franee declared war agaiort Germany, Moltke
organized three powerful aimies to hurl agaiost
the Freneh, and the Crown Prince was given
the comnmand of one of theta, as well as the
leadership of the South Gurmas troops. The
close of July, 1870, found Bim on the Rhine
frontier, in command of tbhe Third German
Army, comprising the Fifth, Sixth and Eleventh
North German corps, the First and Second Ba-
varian Corps, and the divisions farnished by
Baden, Wartemberg, snd Hesse, in all about
200,000 men and 500 guns. Aug. 4 he vigorously
sttacked*the position beld at Weisgenburg by
that portioc of Marchal MacMahoa's corps
which was commanded by Geo. Abel Douay.
The French were r-pulsed and dispersed after
a Eevere struggle. Following up
this im t victory, the Crown Prioce
attacked the united army corps of Generals
MacMahon, Failly, and Canrobert, drawn up ‘n

tion st Weerth, MacMahon bad under him

000 men in all, and cecupied a strong defens-
ive position on the sl of the Vosges. The
Crown Prince arrived ?rom Weissenburg in the
evening with an army of 130,000 men, and began
the attack at 7 next moroing. Toe Freoch line
was turned at two points, and their left and cen-
ter broken, notw tanding a d te charge
of cavalry which was ordered by MacMahonasa
lsat resort.

On the 19th of September the army of the
Crown Prince oecu Versailles, his brave
Bavarians and W bergers baving drivea
the French from the ts of Bicetre Paris
was now inclosed all along the line from Ver-
sailles to Vineennes, the besiegiog army form-
ing a slender ring of between forty-five and Afty
miles in circumference. .

From this day, the 19th of September, until
the termioation of the siege of Paris, the wa
Prioee beld the line—Boueiral, Sevres, Meudon,
Bourg, 'Hay, Chevilly, Thiais, Choisy-le-Eoi and
Boouevil. In Vruu he directed the fighs
azainst Gereral Vinoy, on Sept. 30, when the
French were repulsed with beavy losses. Ba-
zaine surrendered Metz to the German army on
the 27th of October. King William, in recogni-
vion of this victory, and bearing in mind the laun-
rels gaived at Weissenburg. Weerth and Sedan,
raised the Crown Prince and his cousin Freder-
iek to the rank of general field-marshals in the
army. This was a departure from the tradi-
tioos of the house of Hobenzollern, whose cus-
tom it was not to it princes of the reign-
ing family attaining the highest military rank.

Meanwhile in the several courageous efforts
of the French during November and December
to break the besieging line the Crown Prines
steadfastly beld his position before Paris. It
was by no means an easy task, this investmeont
of Paris. The winter was one of the severest
ever experienced. The Freoch were desperate
and they attacked with the courage bred of de-
spair. But the patriotic Germans npever
swerved or faltered. They were buoyed up
by the assurance that as a result of this urri!:olo
campaign a vew and united German empire
wounld be formed. There is no doubt that the
Crown Prince used all his powerful influaence
toward this end. King Louis, of Bavaria,
could to prevail wupon his
fellow-sovereigns to offer to the
King and bis successors the title of German
Ewmperor. At last all diffieuities toward that
end wers vanquished. Bismarck's diplomacy
ecoaquered. The differences between the South
German governments and the North German
Confederation were settled. Germany became
& united stata. Aopd on the 18th of January,
1871, in the Hall of Mirrors, in the Palace of
Versailles, the King of Prussia was proclaimed
Emperor of Germany. The occasion was re-
markable for its brillance. The Crown Prince,
of course, was present, as well as a large com-
paoy of German princes and officers. The Em-
peror issued a decree rawsine the Crown Prince
to the high state of Crown Prince of the Ger-
man erpire.

On the day following the proclamation of the
German empire oceurred the last and greatest
effort of the beleacuered city. It wasa sudden
attack by General Trochu's army, and an at-
tempt to break through the iron lines which
German strategy had drawn round Paris. It
failed, and notbing remained to the vanquished
except to treat for peace. After the prelimina-
ries of peace had been negotiated the Crown
Prioce reviewed the troops which had foueht so
bravely on the Loire. On the 7th of March,
1871, and when peace had bean concluded, the
Crown Prince bade farewell to Versailies. He
passed through Rouen and Amiens, and rejoin-
iog the Emperor Wiiliam at Nasey, wenton
t0o Berlin amid a blaze of triumph,
where his father bestowed upon him the
insignia of grand eross of the Order of the
Iron Cross---a decoration which is the highest
ambition of a German soldier. Peacefu] pur-
suits, however, were more to the Prince's taste
than the tented fleld, and it was with unall oyed
happinees tbat be rejoined his beloved wile, who
had, while he was absent, established and su-
perintended a hospital for sick and wouonded sol-
diers of both armies in Homburg,

In 1877 Queen Victoria invested him with <he
Order of the Garter.

Io January, 1883, he celebrated with great
pomp his silver wedding.

It was not until early in November, 1877, that
the tronble in the Crown Prince's throat was
definitely diagnosed as cancer. Early in the
year Professor Virchow and Dr. Morell Macken-
zie had examined the patient, and the last
;smod gentleman performed an operation on

im.

It is no secret that Frederick was a man some-
what iackiog in force and strength of purpose,
He was not and never could have been a Fred-
erick the Greap bhad tbe fates been more kind to
him. Nor bad he of late been overpopular with
bis people, the younger Germans particularly
disliking him on account of his fondness for the
English. There is no doubt that he was largely
influenced and in some things dominated by the
Crown Prineess. Never ambitious, bat a good
soldier, of late years he has taken deep interest
in historical and archiological researches, and
found an indepsndent field of action s vatron
of all the museums sud collections of works of
art in Prossia

No blood has been spilled under Frederick’s
kingship, bat his brief reign bas been a most
tragic one. He for a brief season stood at the
threabold of the great possibilities which lie
within the grasp of a ruler of one of the fore-
most nations of the earth, but bstween him and
bis carcer has constantly stood the certainty of
an early surrender to bis malignant and uure-
lentiog foe. History pressnts few figurez more
melancholy than this of Frederick, ascending
the throne in his prime, but with the death-rattle
io his throat. ‘““There was a time when his
friends imagined a verydifferent career for him,”
says Max Maller in the Contemporary Review.
They believed that be might sueceed 1to
the throne in the very prime of manhood. His
father, the late Emperor, then Prinee of Prus-
sia, had been the most unpopular man since
1848, and it was considered by no means impos-
sible that he might think it right to decline the
crown aod to abdicate in favor of his son. The
star of Pruseia was low in 1848, and it sank
Jower and lower during the last year of the af-
flicted King, Frederick William IV, Few peo
ple only were aware of the changes that had

taken place 1n the political views of the Prince
of Prussia, chiefly during bhis stay in Eogland,
and the best spirits of the time looked upon his
son, Prinee Fredeiick Willlam, as the only
man who could be trusted to inaugurate a new
era in the history of Prussia His marriage
with the Princess Royal of England gave still
stronger zest to these hopes, for while he was
trusted as likely to realize the national yearn-
iogs after a united Germany, she was known as
the worthy daughter of her father and mother,
at that time the only truly constitutional rulers
in Europe. England was then the ideal of all
German Liberals, and a close political allianee
with England was considered the best =olution
of all European dificulties. Young men, and
old men too, dreamt dreams, lfttle knowing how
distant their fulGllment should be, and how
dashed with sorrow when at last they should
come to be fulfilled.”

Every bit of news, through private and publie
sources, indicating the favorable condition of
General Harrison's eandidacy, is eagerly sought
It was high:{. gratifying yesterday to the Gen-
eral’s friends to learn through personal sources
that bhis interests are advanciog to what is
deemed a triumph, One of these letters con-
veyed the information that the Indiana con-
tiogent already in Chicago was doing effective
service, and that it bad been systematically or-
ganized. The same writer says that the Geon-
eral’s chances are growiong all the time, and that
by o large majority of the delegates
he is conceded the one available
candidate who can make victory ecertain.
That sentiment iz constantiy expressed here, and
throughout the State, not only by Republicans
who are universaily for Harrison, dut by Dem-
ocrats who wculd rather see any other man
nominated. “When I was over in St. Louis,”
said Wm. Henderson, yesterday, "I told our
people that General Harrison's nominstion
would give Indiana to the Republicans. Per-
sonally, I would like to sece him booored by be-
ing placed atthe head of his party’s ticket,
The Republican chances for carrying the doubt-
ful States are much better thano they were in
1884, and Harrisou's nomination would advance
them. There is no questicn about his being the
choice of the Indianians for the presidency.”

While this comes from an ardent Democrat of
the better class, the drift of street talk among
Republicans was iu keeping with it, but of course
it bad the enthusiasm about it which a Demeo-
erat could not feel or would not like to express.
